Council denounces reduced bank hours

Madoc Village Council 
voiced their displeasure 
with the local branch of the 
Toronto-Dominion Bank's 
decision to reduce its hours 
by closing on Saturdays af- 
ter Nov. 16. 

The village voted to send 
a letter to the local branch, 
as well as the Chairman of 
the Toronto-Dominion 
Bank stating the municipali- 
ty’s strong objection to the 
bank closing on Saturdays 
because of the affects on 
local business and custom- 
ers. 

During a discussion of. 
the issue, Councillor 
Crichton Harrop said he 


couldn’t understand bank’s 
decision in light of the fact 
of the large profits banks 
are currently making. 
“The banks are making 
the highest profits in the 
history of banks,” he said. 
“Whatis a few hours for the 
convenience of customers.” 
He added that he person- 
ally banks on Saturdays on 
a frequent basis because in 
many instances he doesn’t 
have the time on Fridays. 
Reeve Tom Deline was 
against the bank closing on 
Saturdays because of the 
affects on small business. 
He asked how small busi- 
nesses were supposed to 
cope. He said that 
the bank's Saturday clo- 


sures will be just another 
reason to drive people out 
of shopping in ihe Village

Township. The large 224 by 70 barn is only one of six built 
in Ontaria, that follows a single-story, cathedral ceiling 
design, Dave said of the.building which was designed by 
David Kloosterman. The facility, which can house 22,000 
broiler chickens, emplovs cutting-edge computer 
technology that automatically monitors things like 
temperature, humidity, feed levels, water and power. 
"Everything that is integral to the operation is monitored," 
Dave says. "If something goes wrong it automatically 
telephones the (adjacent) house.” The operation employs 
a Minimax pan feeding system and radiant gas brooders. 
After the open house the Crowley's hosted a good old- 
fashioned barn dance. General contracting for the project 
was done by Farm Building Construction of Keene. Others 
involved in the project include: Drain Brothers Excavating, 
site preparation & landscaping; Andy Calder Construction, 
water well preparation; S & S Concrete Walls/E. Carter 
Concrete Floor Finishing Lid., footings & walls; Carter 
Concrete, floor; Peterborough Ready Mix, concrete;

The Poppy Remembrance Campaign 


Every year for about two weeks prior to Remembrance 
Day on Nov. Lith, the Royal Canadian Legion conducts 
the Poppy Remembrance Campaign 

Poppy emblems were first made in 1922 by disabled 
veterans under the sponsorship of the Department ot 
Soldiers Civil Re-establishment. Poppy material is still 
made at sheltered workshops run by Veterans Affairs 
Canada in Montreal and Toronto. 

The work provides a small source of income for disabled 
ex-service persons and their dependents, allowing them to 
lake an active part in maintaining the tradition of Remem- 
brance 

The Poppy-Remembrance Campaign is intended to 
remind Canadians of the debt they owe those who died in 
the military and merchant navy service of Canada dunng 
two world wars and the Korean War. 

Donations received during the campaign are placed in 
trust accounts and used throughout the year to assist needy 
velerains, ex-service members and their families. Former 
members of the Commonwealth and allied military services 
may also be eligible to receive benefits from these funds.

Donations are not mandatory and in some cases--as an 
example with school children--poppies are distributed solely 
to perpetuate the tradition of Remembrance Day among 
Canadians without any expectation of remuneration. 

During the annual campaign some 15 million poppies 
are distributed across Canada. 

Activities supported by donations to Poppy Trust Funds 
include: 

* Providing assistance to needy ex-service members and 
their famulies; 

* Purchasing medical equipment and appliances for 
community health facilities; 

* Paying for medical research and training; 

* Building affordable housing for veterans and senior 
ciuzens; 

* Paying bursaries to the children and grandchildren of 
veterans and ex-service members; 

* Providing support services to senior citizens (meals- 
on-wheels, drop-in centres, etc.)

School councils and teachers diseuss 
_ proposed secondary school reform

Betweerl 1993-95 stu- 
dent use. of manyuana has 
nsen from 12.7 per cent to 
22.7 per cent and the use of 
cigarettes has increased from 
23.8 per cent to 27.9 per 
cent. Increases have also 
occurred with  gluey 
methamphetamine halluci- 
nogens, PCP; cocaine and 
ecstasy. 

The study showed 58.8 
per cent of grade 7, 9, 11 
and 13 students used alco- 
hol at least once during a 
one-year period. 

The percentage of stu- 
dents usmz ‘three or more 
drugs inereased trom 15,2 
per cent‘t 22.7 per cent. 
The percentage .of students 
who used marfjuana 40 or 
more times during a 12- 
month period: increased 
from 13.6 per cent to 19.4 
per cent. The biannual 're- 
port was based on surveys 
completed by students in the 
above grades. 

Berry believes that com- 
munities must work together 
toreduce highnisk substance 
behaviour among youth.

Many golfers have not 
given up on the notion that 
“natural” woods-are betier 
than metal woods. 

The look, feel and sound 
of natural wood holds an 
appeal to them that méfal 
can never-surpass. Indeed, 
some metalwood converts 
ure uring of the almost 
weekly changes instructure, 
size, weight, material and 
appearance and are retum- 
ing to the traditional stand- 
ard of “real” wood, 

While natural woods hold 
certain qualities, it must be 
noted that the vanety of in- 
sert materials and how they 
affect playability must be 
considered when purchas- 
ing woods. Here ts 4a 
decnption of the most com- 
mon inserts in use today. 

ABS Plastic: ABS in 
serts afe manufactured by 
injection molding. The plas- 
tic material is injected into a 
multi-cavity steel mold un- 
der tremendous heat and 
pressure. 

Once solidified, the insert 
is rernoved from the mold. 
Many combinations of 
colors and designs are possi- 
ble with the use of ABS 
plastic. Face screws are not 
required to hold ABS in- 
serts in golf heads; however, 
some manufacturers install 
screws for added assurance 

and decorative purposes 

Epoxy: Epoxy uiserts are 
cast from a two component 
liquid and can also be cast 
directly into the clubface for 
the best bonding and cos- 
metic appearance. Epoxy 
inserts do not require screws 
and. in fact. should not have 
screws putin as they Tend to 
weaken the insert. 

Aluminum: Aluminum 


rial, vet most clubs with them 
don't display a consistent 
bulge and roll radius due to 
detenoration and shrinkage 
of the wood. If the wood 


pulls away from the inset, : 
the insert can be filed down , 


to match the wood radius. 
They usually require screws 
because it ts difficult to 
achieve good epoxy adhe- 
sion between wood and 
aluminum. 

Phenolic: Phenolic in- 
serts are made from com- 
pressed linen or cotton fi- 
bres which are bound to- 
gether with resin. These in- 
serts are easily recognized 
by their distinctive swirl pat- 
tem which is created during 
the four-way roll facing proc- 
ess, During this process the 
file cuts through the varying 
layers of impregnated cloth 
leaving a swirl. it is most 
popular in red with a white 
horizontal bar through the 
centre. 

Whatever inset your club 
has, it serves two basic pur- 
poses--to be attractive and 
provide a more durable sur- 
face than wood to withstand 


the constant batfering of the. 


ball without breaking or 
chipping. 
Itisalsoimportant to note 
that the weight of the insert 
(and attaching hardware)can 
affect trajectory and carry 
distance. Heavier inserts 
move the centre of gravity 


‘ forward and up. The lighter 


the insert. the more weight 
isneeded under the soleplate. 
This results in a more rear- 
ward and lower centre of 
gravity which produces a 
higher trajectory. é

I talked to many people 
about my concern for keep- 
ing my face facing forward 
and as usual, someone gave 
me the answer | was look- 
ing for. 


You may have had peo 
ple tell you to lean. your 
body weight over your 
horse's back to/prepare him 
for the extra weight. How- 
ever, as | described earlier, 
they don’t usually object 
until they feel'the shift ot 
the weight once they re- 
move one foot 
ground, 

So.don't think you have 
the “horse by the tail” just 
because you lived to tell 
about how. you leaned on 
your horse. Let’s talk real 
iy. 

Get an old pair of pants 
and sew up the two legs. 
Now, fill them with dirt and 
sew the top up. You now 
have your dummy. The 
weight isdistributede venly, 
and it’s very similar t6 our 
own body shifting ifs the 
saddle and it didn’t cost You 
anything. 

Now, you may just be 
lucky enough to have-a 
horse that won't object to 
any of these things. He will 
take everything in stride, 
and trust that you know best. 

If this is the case. you 
have nothing but smooth 
sailing from this point -- 
probably. If you don’thave 
this kind of horse, just think: 
What would life be like 
without a challenge... or 
two? How would you rec- 
ognize a good day if you 
didn’t have the bad ones? 


When You are leading 
your horse around. always 
he prepared for the worst. 
He could jump, spin around 
you, buck, goupon his hind 
legs, ete. 

If you are ready for all of 
the above, you stand a bet- 
ter chancéd of getting out of 
the way in time. Always 
double check the lead isn't 
wrapped around your hand. 

(Anotherstermly stressed 
point from the “pant lady” 
| hope you find this helpful 
hint to be as useful as I did.)

“your time, have fun and 


make it fun for the horse.

New rider -- young horse 
(part 6) 


Well, after braving the 
onset of our first snowfall, 
my mother and | attended 
the Madoc Santa CTaus Pa- 
rade. As usual, they had a 
wondertul turnout and the 
kids were ennning from car- 
to-Car 

Despite the fact we were 
late duc to road conditions. 
and were unable to deco 
rate the horses as planned. 


we hada great time. How- 
ever, if you are sill plan- 
ming to attend a few pa- 
trades. here are some sug- 
gestions to help make your 
ride as comfortable aS Pos- 
sible. 

First, boing an ¢xtra pair 
of gloves -- or two. It al- 
ways seems to be a beauti- 
ful wet snowfall during pa- 


-tades. and your hands 
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freeze. The next thing to 
bring ts a towel to wipe your 
face and hair. I'll het noone 
has ever seen two drowned 
rats nding in a parade, but 
they sure did that day. 

The other suggestion | 
have ts to bring a thermos of 
coffee or hot chocolate. 
Adthough most sponsors are 
kind enough to provide hot 
drinks after the parades, it 
doesn't usually fit into the 
riders’ schedule, so we go 
without unless we bring our 
own. Lastly, have fun. The 
kids love the horses and 
enjoy it even more when 
you wave to them. 

Now, on to breaking that 
horse. By now, you should 
be just about to mount. This 
should never be done in an 
open field or large area 


where the horse can get 
away from you. A corral, 


free from objects which. 


might not break a fall, is the 
ideal situation. An open 
field just means the horse 
has more places to run and 
can. build up more, more 
and more speed. 

Before you mount, here 
iS 4 Suggestion you might 
want to consider. Even if 
your horse has proven to be 
the quietest horse in the 
world, he might not be able 
to resist the temptation to 
try and rid himself of you. 
Remember, up until this 
point, all commands have 
been given from the ground, 
where he could see you and 
now you are going to disap- 
pear. This can be a very 
stressful transition, and your 


safety should come first. 
Saddie up as usual, but 
put the on over the 


‘halter. | don’t usually like 


to see this done -- just be- 
cause it looks terribly un- 
comfortable, and I wouldn't 
like to wear both at the same 
time -- however, for the first 
few times, it won't hurt. 
Now, take the lead rope 
with a snap at one end and 
snap it on the ring directly 
under the halter. Tie the 


‘other end to the loop on 


your girth. 

The amount of slack you 
leave is very important. If 
you tie it too ught,-your 
horse may react to the con- 
finement and flip himself 
right over. Start with a fair 
amount of slack, and walk 
him to see how he feels

Tuneups were al- 
ways a normal part of get- 
ling a car ready for winter, 
but today's high-tech autos 
have changed the proce- 
dure. Inthe | past, many peo- 
ple did their own tuneups. 

However, most cars sold 
in the last 10 years, and all 
cars sold today, utilize en- 
gine-management systems, 
which require very sophis- 
ticated computerized equip- 
ment. 

Should any problems be 
detected, the technician can 
quickly diagnose the con- 
cem and find any parts that 
may need replacement. It's

Suspension Noise May Be Due To 


Hard- Working Strut Mounts 


While driving around 
town. you notice your front- 
wheel-drive passenger car 
is steering rougher and a 
sharp popping. squeaking 
or rubbing sound can he 
heard after: making a turn 
The vehicle also may want 
to pullin the direction tt was 
last steered. 

If any of these symptoms 
sound familiar, the cause 
may be tied to one or both of 
the vehicle's strut mount 
assemblies. 

Ninety percent of pas- 
senger-car production in the 
last five years features strut 
mount assemblics. The up- 
per strut mount replaces the 
upper control arm and up- 
per ball joint used on tradi- 
tional steering and suspen- 
Sion systems as the upper 
connection to the vehicle 
body 


Strut mounts are hard- 
working components, capa- 
ble of supporting vehicle 
weight. Each assembly usu- 
ally consists of a rubber core 
that dampens noise and v1- 
brations and a bearing that 
allows the front wheels and 
strut assembly totum while 
supporting weight 

Strut mounts, like any 
rubber suspension compo 
nent, may become worn 
over time and can affect the 
SUSPCHsiONn System's geom- 
ciry. Whenever a suspen 
ston component is not do 
mie ts ob, the result can be 
a cham reaciion that causes 
other parts in the suspen- 
sion svstem to work harder 
and wear oyt faster

Typical front-Wheel-drive front strut assembly, 


Whenever load-carrying 
bearings become worn, they 
can cause the steering to 
bind. The binding condi- 
tion is commonly referred 
to as “memory steer.” be- 
cause the vehicle pulls in 
the last direction it was 
tumed 

Heavier vehicles are es- 
pecially prone to strut mount 
wear. As a general rule, a 
ear witha V-6cengine in itis 
more likely to show up with 
the symptoms described 
above than a lighter vehi- 
cle. due to tts added weight. 
Any passenger car with 
more than 40,000 miles 
regardless of ts size — 1s a 
possible candidate for strut 
mount replacement. 


What to look for 


Strut mount inspection 
requires using your head, 
as well as eyes, ears and 
hands. First, secure the hood

ask your repair Specialist to 
perform a free exhaust-sys- 
tem inspection. Not only 
does this allow you to have 
the routine maintenance 
done on your vehicle, but it 
also gives you a great op- 
portunity for preventative 
maintenance. And, pre- 
ventative maintenance is 
what keeps you and your 
vehicle on the road.

(Catalytic con- 
verters are one of the main 
components of the emission 
control system on 1975 and 
newer cars and light tricks. 
A properly functioning con- 
verter is essential to reduc- 
ing pollution.) 

In addition to the rotten- 
egg odor that youcan smell, 
it should be noted that there 
are some health issues re- 
lated to the odorless fumes 
emitted. Unattended and 
wom exhaust systems can 
allow carbon-monoxide 
fumes to seep into the pas- 
senger cabin of a vehicle. 
These fumes’ have been 
known to cause headaches 
or nausea in. some people. 


All of the above can be 
prevented by having your 
vehicle's exhaust system 
checked the next time that 
you have your oil changed, 
tires rotated or normal main- 
tenance done.

The corporation recently 
voted in a board of direc- 
tors, that include: Chair -

The school unveiled the 
new operation last Wednes- 
day at a press conference.

The cafeteria has a stalf 
that consists of two full time 
employees, Manager 
Rhonda Johnston and Asst. 
Manager Kathy Bancroft, 
as well as two ‘part-time 
employees Shen Smith and 
Lorri Leitch, who work five 
hours, five days a week: 
The four employees were 
chosen from 45 applicants 
that applied for the posi- 
tions. The applicants in- 
cluded four staff who pre- 
viously worked in the cafete- 
ria. They were encouraged 
to submit their applications 
by Principal Hay, and were 
promised they would be 
given consideration. The 
hiring decisions were made 
by two board members who 
are from. the local commu- 
nities. Among the applicants 
were people who had de- 
grees in food preparation. 

A CHSS co-op student 
also works in the kitchen. 
The clean-up crew consists 
of students who belong to 
the various clubs and sports 
teams. A group of six stu- 
dents work for a week clean- 
ing trays, dishes and tables 
in the cafeteria. 

Chairman Parsons said 
the board views the CHSS 
cafeteria operation as a “pi- 
lot project” for the rest of 
the board. He said that the 
board was unanimously 
behind the CHSS project, 
saying that there seemed to 
be very little risk element 
involved, and that the po- 
tential gains far outweighed 
any of the potential risks. 

As for setting up a simi- 
lar operation in cafeterias 
in other Hastings County 
high schools, Parsons said 
that the board would not 
push out current private 
companies that operate 
other high school cafete- 
rias. Buthe said if theCHSS 
project is successful the 
board may recommend it 
for cafeterias where the 
contract has expired.

No action taken on area municipalities’ study

Five area municipalities 
agreed not to take any ac- 
tion at this time, on a study 
they commissioned, after it 
showed minimal savings 
would be achieved by tak- 
ing over county services. 

In a meeting held in 
Madoc Township, last 
Tuesday afternoon, five 
municipalities including. 
Madoc and Stirling Vil- 
lages, Madoc, Huntingdon 
and Rawdon Townships 
decided against taking any 
further action afterthe study 
that would see the county 
level dropped and the five 
‘Municipalities providing the 
county services. 

A report’ prepared by 
auditors ‘Humpage sac

McDonald stated that the 
municipalities would only 
save a total of $45,000 by 
taking over county services. 
The ‘study was commis-, 
sioned by ‘the five councils 
in late September at a.cost 
of $3,000. 
Inareview of the report, 
Craig Davidson, a manager 
with Humpage Taylor 
McDonald said the report 
was completed_with the 
most current information on 
the recommendations from 
‘Who Does What" 
panel, as well as a number 
of assumptions. He added 
that the savings could be 
more or less depending on 
what recommendations the 
provincial government de- 
cides to implement. Gillan 


Minoshall, a partner with 


Humpage Taylor 
McDonald said the provin- 
cial Treasurer would be tak- 
ing all the recommendations 
fromthe “Who Does What” 
panel and be calculating the 
expense or savings of each 
recommendation. 

As for the assumptions 
incorporated into the study. 
Davidson said that it was 
assumed if the five munici- 
palities took over providing 
the county services no ad- 
ditional employees would 
be hired. a 

Madoc Village Reeve 
Tom Deline went on the 
record with the four other 
municipalities saying the 
village waited tp take a wait 
and see attitude at this time. 
He added that village coun- 
cil was in agreement that it 


should wait for all the rec- 
ommendations of the “Who 
Does What” panel. as well 
as the province's reaction

MPP seeks to remove barriers 
on liability for volunteers 


Queen’s Park--Recognizing the significant contribution volunteers make to the 
quality of life in Ontario, Dr. Doug Galt, MPP for Northumberland, tabled a resolution in 
the Legislature to support their efforts. 

“*Volunteers across this province offer their time, talents and often their resources to 
our communities with no expectation for remuneration,’’ said Dr. Galt. ‘*And yet, 
particularly in the case of volunteer boards of directors, they are exposed to legal liabilities 
that put their assets and life earnings at risk.”’ 

Tooffset that risk, many volunteer organizations carry expensive liability insurance. But 
for some the cost is prohibitive so they operate without insurance, the MPP pointed out. 

““Itis my understanding that many voluntary organizations do not believe they should 
be required to have liability insurance to perform volunteer work and that this acts as an 
unnecessary barrier to volunteer service. l agree.” 

he resolution tabled by Dr. Galt states: '*That in the opinion of this House, the 
Government of Ontario should recognize the important role of volunteers in the. 
Province of Ontario, should consider their concerns about their exposure to liability, and 
that barriers to voluntary service should be removed, and that volunteers be encouraged 
and properly recognized for their efforts.”
